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Education  on  the  secondary  level  in  Georgetown  started  with  the  founding 
in  1855  of  the  original  Georgetown  High  School.  In  1860,  Mr.  John  Perley, 
who  claimed  Georgetown  as  his  home,  left  his  entire  estate,  after  several 
small  bequests,  to  establish  the  Perley  Fund  of  about  $36,000,  originally 
intended  to  subsidize  a high  school.  The  original  high  school,  housed  in  the 
Town  Hall,  burned  in  1898,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Perley  Fund  established 
the  Perley  Free  School,  built  on  the  same  site  as  our  present  school.  This 
school  continued  as  a semi -private  high  school,  filling  adequately  the  needs 
of  the  youth  of  Georgetown  for  a secondary  education.  But  by  1935  it  was 
obvious  that  the  Perley  Fund  would  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  this 
growing  town  much  longer. 

Fate  stepped  into  the  picture  again  when  on  January  28,  1935,  the  Perley 
Free  School  was  almost  totally  destroyed  by  fire,  in  weather  twenty  degrees 
below  zero.  So  the  class  of  1935  held  their  graduation  exercises  in  the  Grange 
Hall.  At  this  point  the  Perley  Fund  Trustees  turned  over  to  the  town  the 
remains  of  the  school  building  and  forty  thousand  dollars  with  the  stipulation 
that  the  name  of  John  Perley  should  form  a part  of  the  name  of  the  new 
school.  Thus  came  about  our  Perley  High  School,  no  longer  a private  school 
but  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  town  and  state. 

The  Perley  Fund  continued  to  assist  the  school  in  many  ways.  In  1949, 
for  example,  the  Fund  contributed  fifty  thousand  dollars  toward  the  building 
of  our  new  gymnasium.  The  home  economics  and  manual  arts  departments 
have  been  subsidized  by  the  Perley  Fund. 

And  now,  with  the  increased  population  of  Georgetown,  the  Perley  High 
School  has  been  outgrown,  a new  Georgetown  High  School  has  been  built,  and 
we,  the  class  of  1961,  become  the  last  graduates  of  Perley  High  School.

building  temporarily.  As  the  high! 

school  population  grows  these' 
classes  probably  will  move  out. 

Included  in  the  new  building’s 
rooms  will  be  an  enlarged  space 
for  the  shop,  mechanical  draw- 
ing, and  home  economics  classes, 
whi?h  have  been  crowded  for

Other  specialized  classrooms 
will  include  a biology  lab,  chem- 
istry and  physics  lab,  business

The  present  Perley  H’gh 
School  will  continue  to  serve 
as  a school.  Next  year  the  class- 
rooms will  be  set  up  to  house 
eight  elementary  classes^  total- 
ing almost  250  students,  more 
than  the  present  high  school  now 
contains.

Present  plans  call  for  thej 
third,  fourth  and  fifth  gradesl 
classes  to  use  the  Perley  School.', 
The  business  room  and  lab  willt 
be  remodeled  to  become  elemen-| 
tary  rooms.  The  upstairs  ,’.udi- 
torium  yhich  has  been  a study 
hall  and  classroom  for  the  past 
eight  years  will  again  become  a 
small  auditorium,  suited  to  school 
and  community  use. 

Even  though  the  class  of  1961 
is  the  last  class  to  be  graduated 
as  such  from  the  present  Perley  | 
High  School,  the  building  prob-! 
ably  has  not  seen  its  last  Highl 
school  graduation.  The  auditor-: 
ium  in  the  new  school  will  not 
be  large  enough  to  accommodate 
the  crowds  attending  graduation 
exercises.  The  new  gym,  al- 
though large  enough,  may  not  be 
used  for  gatherings  such  as  grad- 
uations which  would  mean  that 
the  old  Perley  gym  might  still 
be  in  use.
